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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Burkart 
(5,584,043). 

3. Burkart (Figures. 1-5) discloses a diskette type electronic device attached to a 
reader/writer for recording and reproducing information on and from an information 
recording medium provided therein, the electronic device comprising: a diskette case 
(Fig.4, 15), having a shape substantially identical with a diskette provided with a 
magnetic disk as the information recording medium; an IC memory (Fig.4, 16), provided 
as the information recording medium; a communicator (Fig.4, 3, 5, 6, 7 and 19), which 
communicates information to be recorded on or reproduced from the IC memory with 
the reader/writer; and a detachable power supply unit (Fig.4, 2), including a 
rechargeable secondary battery which supplies power to the IC memory and the 
communicator, wherein a recess is formed in a principal face of the diskette case to 
accommodate the power supply unit therein; and a principal face of the power supply 
unit is flush with the principal face of the diskette case when the power supply unit is 
accommodated in the recess (inherently) and the power supply unit includes a terminal 
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which receives power from the reader/writer to recharge the secondary battery 
(inherently).

5. Eisele et al (5,471 ,038) disclose a smart diskette read/write device having fixed 
head. 

6. Aucsmith (5,663,553) discloses a mass storage device adapter for smart cards. 

7. Mital (5,878,282) discloses a portable information device and system and method 
for downloading executable instruction from a computer to the portable information 
device.
